Impressive Tribute Paid U.S. Flyer 


SHANGHAIT, April 
Tens of thousands of Chinese today 
lined the streets of Shanghai for the 
state funeral of Robert Short, Ameri- 
can aviator who was shot down in 
the recent “Shanghai War” during 
an encounter with Japanese airplanes. 

The nationalist government buried 
flver with full military honors 
and the flyers mother and brother, 
from Seattle, Wash., were guests of 
the authorities. 

When Short was shot down over 
Soochow, on February 22, in a Chi- 
nese airplane, he was “just an avi- 
ator.” Today he was buried as a colo- 
nel in the nationalist government 
army in recognition of his efforts on 
behalf of the Chinese. 

The funeral was the largest ever 
witnessed in Shanghai for a foreign- 
er. It was held in the Foreign church 
of the International Settlement, with 
an American clergyman officiating. 

Many high Chinese dignitaries at- 
tended the ceremony in addition to

One of Every 28 Hit

GENEVA, April 24.—(UP)— 
One out of every 28 persons in the 
world has been deprived of. the 
means of existence by the unem- 
ployment crisis, Albert Thomas, 
director of the international labor 
office, disclosed today in his annual 
report. 

The report was based on figures, 
gathered by his office showing that 
there were between 20,000,000 and 
25,000,000 persons wholly unem- 
ployed last year. 

“This means that some 60,000.- 
000 to 70,000,000 persons § are 
prived of the means of existence 
arising from their own activity or. 
that of those upon whom they are 
dependent,” Thomas said.

Wet Leader Calls for Planks 
of ‘Straight Submission or 
Straight Repeal.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—(4)-— 
Henry H. Curran, president of the 
Association Against the Prohibition 
Amendmerg, today opposed the “Mis- 
souri compromise prohibition plank,” 
adopted by the republican state con- 
vention and all other such proposals 
recently presented as an effort by the 
dry to “delay submission.” 

The Missouri plan provides for a 
changed form of referendum. 

Reiterating his association would 
ask both party conventions for planks 
declaring for “straight submission or 
straight repeal,” Curran said: 

“It is clear now that the dwin- 
dling dry forces foresee defeat for their 
refusal to allow the American people 
to vote on the question of national 
prohibitiqn. They no longer oppose 
submission. of this question. Instead 
they seek to delay the submission of 
it by these devices so well known to 
all politicians. 

“It means a complete change of 
front. Our fight is no longer for sub- 
mission of the question, but for 
prompt submission as against indefi- 
nite delay.”

girl were recorded as suspects. 

The ¢ight pupils with childhood tu- 
berculosis (which would have escaped 
recognition if these routine tuberculin 
tests had not been made) were asked 
to keep a written list of their food for 
a month.
